The iB^faiBAi^ifs Tally Sheet Forgery 


v u e s Come to a Final Con- 


dulOB To-Day. 


Iin>iANAPOi.i8, May 17—In the federal 
eoart argnment was oonoladed in the 
tally sheet oases, in which 
Messrs. 
Ocnnselman, Sullivan, Beardon, 
Met- 
oalf and Budd are defendants and Judge 
Woods delivered his charge. 
These 
trials grew out of the alleged frauds in 
the election of 1886, and are part 
and 
parcel of the charges on which Coy and 
Bernbr<mmer were convicted. 


An immediate verdict is not expected. 


A PABTIAIi VBBDIOI. 


The federal grand jury in the tally 
sheet case returned a partial verdict at 
10 o'clock. 
John 
Oounselman, 
John 
Reardon and Dr. 0. N. Metcalfe were 
acquitted, but no 
report was given 
on County Clerk Sullivan or 
Deputy 
Geo. Budd. 
These men were alleged 
accomplices of Coy 
and 
Bernhammer, 
already convicted. 
The latter 
started 
for Michigan City to-day. 


Coy's sentence is imprisonment for 
eighteen months and the payment of a 
fine of $100, while Bernhamer's punish- 
mpnt was fixed at one year's imprison- 
ment and a fine of $1,000. 
Under the 
good time act, which will be applicable 
in their cases, Coy's time In prison will 
expire in about thirteen months, while 
Benihamer will be released in 
about 
eight months. 
These sentences took 
efioct when pronoiAced and their stay 
in jail counts upon their imprisonment. 


OABNAHAN ACQOTTTRD.

Jacob Kahlenbeck ConvicMd of Killing 


Theodore Loreoze.

Huntiroton, 
Ind,, 
May 
17,—The 
jury in the Kahlenbeck murder case re- 
tired at noon and at 5 o'clock last even- 
ing returned a verdict as follows: 


"We the jury find the defendant guilty 
of murder as charged in the indictment, 
and sentence him to imprisonment in 
the penitentiary during life," 


The prisoner preserved his wonderful 
nerve during the reading of the sen- 
tence, the only perceptible excitement 
being the loss of color from his face. 
The jury were out just four hours. 
Loreuze was a Russian Jew 
engaged, 
in peddliLg 
articles about 
Buntiugton 
county, 
Kahlenbeck, who is a German, 
followed Lorenzo out into the country, 
February 10 last, and in a lonely spot 
and killed him for the purpose of rob- 
bery. 


Suspicion 
pointed 
to 
Kahlenbeck. 
He was arrested and on circumstantial 
evidence he was convicted. 


The streets were throi ged with peo- 
ple w.iiting for the verdict.

A Meeting Called of the Indiana Dele- 


gates to the Chicago Convention,

CDiODWATi, O., May 17.—The United 
Labor convention, upon reassembling 
to-day, took up the question of nomin- 
ating a presidential ticket and coneider- 
able argument followed. 
It was urged 
that the old parties were so far wrong 
that the members of this party could 
not vote for their candidates. 
After a 
long discussion it was re solved to place 
a national ticket in the field. 


Robert H. Cowdrey, of Illinois, and 
Mr. Victor H. Wilder, 
of New Jfork, 
were named. 
The ballot resulted in the 
choice of Mr. Cowdrey for president, he 
receiving fifty and Mr. Wilder twelve. 


Names were then presented for vice 
president. 
The only name 
presented 
was that of W. H. T. 
Wakefield, of 
Council Grove, Kan. 
He was 
nomin- 
ated for vice president by acclamation. 
The convention then, at 1:45 o'clock, 
adjourned sine die. 


Mr. Cowdrey, the nominee for vice 
president, is a druggist in 
Chicigo. 
Mr, Wakefield is the editor of the 
Anii- 
Monopolist.

The opening address by the modera- 
tor, Rev. Dr. Smith, comprised an ex- 
haustive Btatstics of the rise and growth 
of the Presbyterian church and referred 
particulary to the organization of the 
first presbytery, first synod and 
first 
general assembly in this city. 
It was 
an auspicious omen, he said, that this 
centennary 
occasion of reunion 
and 
peace should be held amid the surround- 
ings of brotherly love, fraternal feeling 
and liberty of thought and action with 
which the name of Philadelphia is in- 
eeperably linked.

Beports of Offleen aad Finds 


prmperlty In Ike Work. 


.The Grand lodge, L O. O. F., of In- 
diana, met at Indianapolis yesterday, 
under auspicious circumstances. 
Seven 
hundred delegates are in attendance, 
representing more lodges and a stronger 
brotherhood in Indiana than have ever 
heretofore reported. 


B. F. Foster, grand secretary, report- 
ed a continued activity among all the 
lodtres. 


"Our net increase in membership," 
he said, "for the term is 750, which 
added to the net gain for the term end- 
ing June 30, of tbe same year, makes 
the 
total 
gain 
for 
the 
year 
1887, 
1,940. 
During 
the 
same 
period 
there 
were 
2,897 
initia- 
tions. 
Our relief report is very large, 
and may be summed up as follows: 
Sixteen huudred and forty-seven broth- 
ers, and 162 widowed families have been 
relieved. 
The sum of $33,322.37 has 
been paid for tke relief of brothers; 
$2,830,16 for the relief of widowed 
families; $446.67 for the education of 
orphans; $10,576.79 for burying the 
dead, and $3,4:6.29 for other charitable 
purposes, makiug the total amount of 
relief $50,651.28. 
In this branch of our 
report may be found the great secret of 
the success of our order—its care for the 
sick and suffering—its protection of 
widow and orphan. 
Our statistics are 
gleanded from some 550 lodges, in aU of 
which the imperative command of onr 
laws "to visit the sick, to relieve the 
distressed, to bury tbe dead and educate 
the orphan," has been obeyed.

P. Haughey, grand treasurer, 
reported general fund balance per last 
report, $11,057 39; receipts, $8,306.50;

mains oi $11,342.64. 
The assets of the

railed "Shabnoth," or the feast of 
week*. It is BO called because It lithe 
laet day of a period of seven week* .fol- 
lowing Banter, the entire time of which 
is considered holy, but not celebrated. 
The feast of week* doe* not mean lit- 
erally that a seven week*' feast Is the 
religions program for that period, but 
the expression fa used to signify thst 
it Is a period of great joy. It is in com- 
memoration of the day on which Hose* 
received the law on Mount Sanai. 
The 


Jewish religion fa in many respects simi- 
lar to Catholicism in tbe nutter of peni- 
tential periods and time* for feasting 
and rejoicing. These two religions alike 
make fasting a penitential dity and al- 
wavs include feasting as the greatest 
feature of a joyful period. 
The most 


holy day that the Jews celebrate is Tom 
Kippor, or the day of the Atonement. 
On that day every Hebrew, good, bad 
or Indifferent, foregoes all labor and ab- 
stains from food for twenty-four hours. 
The Shabnoth day fa utilized a* an 


equivalent to the Catholic confirmation 
day, and all Hebrews over thirteen year* 
of age are confirmed in the church pro- 
vided they stand a satisfactory examina- 
tion in the creed and dogma* of the re- 
ligion. These examination* an held 
pnbHoly in the synagogue and the par-, 
ents of those who pas* a satisfactory ex- 
amination revel In a great feast on that 
day. Thedayteing one of rejoicing, 
very often dancing and amusements of 
similar aorta are indulged in. The con- 
firmation services began In the syna- 
gogue Wednesday morning at 9 o'clock 
and were open to the public.
